school fielded nine teams com 
pared with six in the Rugb: 
League competition. 


This répresents a tremendous 
increase over the last few years. 


In addition approximately 40 
per cent of the boys playing in 
the soccer teams do not play 
junior soccer at weekends. 


However, some of the pro- 
blems with senior school soccer 
are that the boys are not eligible 
for selection in the Combined 
High Schools teams, nor can a 
private school compete in the 
prestigious Tasman Cup competi- 
tion. 

The latter problem is overcome 
somewhat in Rugby League by 
the Amco Shield which is open to 
all schools. 


I would like to see a similar — 


competition for soccer teams if, 
as seems likely, the Tasman Cup 
is to remain a competition for —

So has Paulo Ceser and 
Dettmer Cramer. The Middle East, it seems, is soccer's new 
Mecca. : 

We hear of staggering sums paid for players and coaches; vast 
amounts poured into sporting projects and venues. 

Then we nod knowingly; of course, they have their oil. As if that 
alone could explain the phenomenon. 

Like hell it does. Australia is infinitely richer than Saudi Arabia 
with all its lousy oil. 3 : 

We have nickel and uranium, coal and oil, diamond and gold not 
to mention the other almost unaccountable national assets. 

And what do we spend on sport? Almost nothing. 

When one says “Arabs” he means vaguely some dark characters 
in kaftans and kafirs crawling in and out of tents with fantastic 
lovelies sprawling at their feet and waiting for their predictable 
command. ; 

Or, at worst, he pictures whole Governments in Jedda and other 
cities spending the entire day plotting their soccer future. 

The fact is that those Arab clubs which are now hitting the 
headlines are blessed with individual millionaires willing to spend 
their fortune on their teams. i 

Exactly the way our millionaire presidents are not. 

Neither are the Lang Hancocks-of this cotintry, many of whom 
cannot even spell the word philanthrophy, let alone practise it. 

Let's face it; Australians aren’t good givers at any level. Bequests 
to alma maters, universities and research centres, are rare, unlike in 
the USA. ‘ 

And it’s the same in sport. I’m not thinking of a measly 
occasional donation but a gift of $500,000 or so which many could 
well afford. : 

That’s why the US has a Rockefeller Plaza and a Ford 
Foundation, why the Arabs are earning our oohs and aahs with their 
incredible, almost frivolous generosity and why Australian sport 
including soccer, is where it is — among the world’s tailenders..

And while talking of money; last week the NSW Government 
proudly announced plans to build a new prison at Parklea, for $13

Meanwhile, we have also at Parklea that struggling old “Soccer 
Academy“ which, for lack of funds, never really developed into” 
much more than a quaint, rural paddock.
